More Than One 
Big Lobbyist 
Says Warren 


SACRAMENTO (P) — Lobbying 
will be an issue—and a big one— 
before the budget session of the 
California Legislature next March. 

This was Governor Warren’s 
Statement in substance today as 
he spoke out fully fcr the first 
time in response to an article in 
a national magazine (Collier's) 
charging Arthur Samish, San 
Francisco lobbyist, is “the secret 
boss of California.” 

If the Legislature doesn’t take 
remedial action of its own accord 
to cure the defects of pressure 
lobbying, then, the governor told 
his press conference, he hopes the 
people will act through the initia- 
tive. 

Different Picture 


Warren painted a somewhat 
different picture of the lobbying 
Situation in this state than that 
portrayed in the magazine article. 
There isn’t just one powerful lob- 
byist to contend against, he said. 
There are many. And in recent 


years they have become too prone | 


to join forces on a “you scratch 
my back and I'll scratch yours” 
basis. 

“There is no doubt,” he said, 
“that the lobbyist situation has 


been having a corroding effect | 


upon legislative activities in Cali- 
fornia. All cf you know I have 
been commenting on it at my 
press conferences from time to 
time. 

“As you know, I came into di- 
rect conflict with the most pow- 
erful lobbyists in the Legislature 
—and there are several of them— 


in attempting to get my legisla- | 


tive program through.” 
About Samish 


As to Samish, he said: “So far 
as I can recall, I have only talked 


with him once on legislative mat- 


ters since I became governor. He 
asked to be heard on a liquor bill. 
I gave him an audience. After 
hearing his arguments, I told him 
I could not sign the measure be-

tion against communism.” 

A scheduled concert by the 
Negro singer—who has been ac- 
tively identified with leftist move- 
ments—broke up into a fierce riot 
| Saturday after veterans groups 
| Staged a counter-demonstration. 


Non-Political Group 


Robeson will sing Sunday under 
auspices of the ‘‘Westchester Com- 
mittee for Law and Order,” which 
describes itself as a non-political 
group formed after last week- 
end’s disturbance. 

In Albany, meanwhile, a “civil 
rights” group protesting the riot 
in a march on the state capitol, 
was booed last night by a crowd 
of some 3,000 persons. No dis- 
|order was reported. 

Robeson, announcing his new 
concert at a New York meeting, 
said: 

“If none of the state troopers 
show up, we'll be protected, we'll 
|be there, and we’ll have a con- 
cert, with many artists from all 
over the United States.”

Later, Mccarthy by questioning 
linked Costeilo with Phil Kastel 
and William Helis as partners in 
a liquor firm. He pressed Vaughan 
about any contacts with or cam- 
paign donations from them. 

Vaughan said he knew nothing 
about any such liquor firm. He 
said he got $2,000 or $3,000 -in 
campaign contributions from Helis 
in 1946, but that his understand- 
ing was that Helis had collected 
the money from Greek-Americans 
‘friendly to the Democratic cause. 
Chairman Hoey (D.-N.C.) of 
the Senate Investigations Sub- 
committee recessed the inquiry 
yesterday for at least a month 
While the staff studies the evi- 
dence taken thus far.

Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet again 
requested a go-slow attitude on 
the water matter. 

“I haven’t enough knowledge 
upon the problem,” Nisbet said. 
“If we should enter, however, we 
should do so openly and whole- 
heartedly.” 

The city councilmen have held 
fact-finding meetings and_ sent 
representatives to water hearings 
seeking information upon MWD. 

Last night’s action began after 
presentation of a preliminary re- 
port no the cost of MWD water 
submitted by City Manager Rich- 
ard G. Manley. 

Manley’s report showed the 
comparative costs of Chino Basin 
and MWD water in a partial sur- 
vey which also went into locations 
and costs of booster plant pumps 
for either basin or metropolitan 
water. 


Upland Council 
Protests New 
Phone Rate Hike 


Upland joined the growing list 
of cities planning a protest against 
a proposed rate increase being 
cooked up by the Associated Tel- 
ephone company for West End 
users. 

At last night’s council meeting, 
the councilman charged City At- 
torney Henry M. Busch to attend 
the hearing in Los Angeles, Sep- 
tember 16, before the Public Util- 
ities Commission and enter Up- 
land’s protest against the rate 
hike. 

West End telephone subscrib- 
2rs face a 25-cent rate increase 
‘or business phones and four-par- 
<y units, if the increase is grant- 
ed by commission. 

The city attorney will attend 
the hearing and protest for Up- 
land. Ontario city council has 
also voted to protest and has ap- 
pointed a delegation to appear at 
the hearing. 

Busch told the council that his 
protest would be more in line with 
yne of general principles because 
he job is really one for an en- 
gineering expert. 

Prepared testimony to be pre- 
sented by the telephone company 
was shown the council. Several 
pounds of finely printed facts and 
figures prepared by a highly paid 
engineering expert will confront 
the city attorneys and councilmen 
appearing at thé Los Angeles 
hearing. 


Fertilizer 


Fertilizer fumes invaded Upland 
city council last night and before 
the evening was over the councii 
backed down on a proposed ordin- 
ance to prohibit use of garbage 
as fertilizer. 

Fertilizer salesmen, and citrus 
growers joined forces last night 
and a dozen strong presented their 
case before the council. 

After hearing grovers plead 
hardships if forced to use higher 
priced fertilizers, and after com- 
ing face to face with a glass jar 
of processed fertilizer, Councilman 
Paul G. Hottel made a hasty re- 
treat from his previously sponsor- 
ed ordinance repeal. 

The council decided to forget re- 
peal of Ordinance 337, the present 
fertilizer ordinance, and get along 
as things are until another ques- 
tionable application of fertilizer 
is made. Then they plan to call 
police’ and health authorities into 
action and enforce the present or- 
dinance calling for not more than 
20 per cent moisture content fer- 
tilizer.

The Atlantic pact has been 
created by the western Democra- 
cies as a unified defense against 
aggression upon any one of them.
